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6HI CHARGE HIKE SEEN IN ’68

Following budget discussions at last Thursday’s meeting 
of the board of directors of Greenbelt Homes Inc. (GHI), 
it appears likely that the average monthly charge for GHI 
members will be increased next year by $2-$3. The budget, 
which will be formally submitted by general manager Roy 
Breashears to the GHI board on Thursday, December 7, an¬ 
ticipates that additional charges of some $60,000 will have to 
be levied in 1968 to meet the rise in budgeted costs. The 
board expects to adopt the budget by December 14 at the 
latest. 


Major items contributing to the 
rise in monthly charges are an 
increase in payroll expenses of 
more than $25,000; a rise in fuel 
oil prices amounting to $10,000; 
and a catch-up trim paint pro¬ 
gram of $10,000. In addition, the 
budget proposes such major capi¬ 
tal improvement items as overhaul 
of boilers, construction of parking 
courts, and replacement of roofs 
and hot water lines, of which more 
than $20,000 would be charged to 
the budget, the rest coming from 
contingency reserves. 

At the same time, the budget 
anticipates a reduction in non-op¬ 
erating income for a variety of 
reasons. The interest yield from 
savings is expected to be some 
$8,000 less in 1968 than in 1967, 
partly because the reserves are be¬ 
ing drawn upon to meet authorized 
expenditures. Other losses in in¬ 
come of up to $4,000 are expected 
from the termination of leases on 
the doctor's offices and failure of 
fuel oil dividends to materialize. 

On the other hand, the board 
has before rt a proposal to secure 
additional income through a hike 
in the commission charge lor sale 
of GUI homes from 2% percent to 
3 j /5 percent. Commissions charg¬ 
ed by outside brokers have recent¬ 
ly gone up from 5 percent to 6 
percent, according to the corpora¬ 
tion, The board is also considering 
proposals to increase charges to 
members for services not covered 
by the GHI contract. 

Pay Raise 

The higher projected payroll is 
mainly due to a pay raise that 
is expected to be granted GHI 
employees. The GHI personnel 
committee has recommended a 4% 
percent increase for administrative 
employees and a 7 l /j percent in¬ 
crease for maintenance employees. 
The 7% percent increase is inten¬ 
ded to achieve full parity with gov¬ 
ernment wage scales in the area 
in order to attract and keep quali¬ 
fied craftsmen for jobs that are 
essential to the upkeep of GHI’s 
housing plant. 

Capital Improvements 

An innovation in the 1968 budget 
is a separate capital improvement 
budget for heating and mainten¬ 
ance items. About $72,000 is allo¬ 
cated for such items, as follows: 
$20,000 for major overhaul of boil¬ 
ers in the frame buildings; $15,000 
for re-roofing of fiat-top masonry 
homes; $7,000 for construction of 
parking lots (scheduled for near 
21 Ridge and corner of Hillside 
and Laurel); and $30,000 for re¬ 
placement of water lines in frame 
homes. Of this $72,000, $57,000 

would be taken from contingency 
reserves, leaving $15,000 to be 
charged the members in the 1968 
budget. 

In 1987, the corporation was 
forced to expend $75,000 for critical 
capital improvement items, al¬ 
though the budget had only allow¬ 
ed $40,000. In order to replace 
reserves drawn down for capital 
improvement items, the 1968 bud¬ 
get calls for recovery of reserves 
Over a 10-year period through an¬ 
nual payments that will be reflec¬ 
ted in the monthly charges. The 
1968 charge is estimated at $6,200. 

One of the corporation s major 
headaches is the boiler work re¬ 
quired in the frame buildings. A 


major overhaul costs $5,000-$10,000 
per unit and there are 34 boilers. 
With the boilers now 25 years old, 
it is not known whether the a- 
mounts set aside for this program 
are sufficient to meet the increas¬ 
ing work involved. 

Another long-range program of 
uncertain costs is the water-line 
replacement program, for which 
$30,000 is now being set aside an¬ 
nually. The program is now en¬ 
tering its fifth year, but the end 
is not in sight. 

Heating and Maintenance 

After excluding capital improve¬ 
ments, heating and maintenance 
costs are not expected to differ 
much in 1968 from 1967, except 
for the rising fuel oil prices and 
the catch-up trim paint program. 
Breashears explained that the 
$22,500 allowed in the current 
year for the frame homes was only 
sufficient to paint 160 units, and 
another $10,000 would be needed in 
1968 to catch up and to get back 
on the 200-uni t-a-year schedule un¬ 
der the 5-year cycle. 

Other items in the budget are 
not expected to change much in 
1968. Real estate taxes are ex¬ 
pected to drop $5,000 from the a- 
mount budgeted for 1967, as the 
one-time half-year extra city tax 
is no longer a charge on the bud¬ 
get. 


Design Changes of CHI 
Town Houses Approved 

The board of directors of Green¬ 
belt Homes, Inc., voted on Thurs¬ 
day, November 30, to authorize the 
architect, Edwin Ball, to proceed 
with the preparation of detailed 
plans for the 25 townhouses in the 
North End of town. 

Director Nat Shinderman, chair¬ 
man of the larger homes commit¬ 
tee, summarized a few late changes 
that were made in the plans. These 
include shifting of the stair well 
to permit more dining room area 
and to provide better-proportioned 
bedrooms; removal of partitions, 
except for roughed-in bathroom, to 
make a full basement; elimination 
of wall between living room and 
den; a redesigned kitchen; and in¬ 
clusion of a drop ladder from at¬ 
tic. 

The houses include a downstairs 
powder room with shower and 
such equipment as garbage dispo¬ 
sal unit, free-standing oven with 
hood, and provisions for air con¬ 
ditioning. There will be no over¬ 
head electrical fixtures except in 
dining room, kitchen, and hallways. 

The exterior of the homes will 
be designed so as to emphasize 
variation. Each row of buildings 
will consist of six or seven units 
which will alternate their fronts 
and backs. First-floor 12-foot pas¬ 
sageways will run the width of 
the building between each unit so 
as to permit easy access from rear 
to front. 

The first-floor exterior will be 
brick of two colors. The second- 
floor exterior will be paneled wes¬ 
tern red cedar and redwood. The 

buildings will have shallow peaked 
roofs with heights varied from one 
unit to another. 

The windows will be of push 
type with large panes. Plywood 
or stucco material will be used un¬ 
derneath the windows. 


PROPOSED CONDITIONAL ZONING 
BILL ENDORSED BY GREENBELT 

In a public hearing held November 29, Greenbelt Mayor 
Edgar L. Smith testified in support of a proposed bill which 
would grant the Prince Georges County Commissioners au¬ 
thority to impose conditional zoning. The proposal, which 
would give the commissioners the right to lay down condi¬ 
tions which developers must meet to obtain a particular re¬ 
zoning, has been viewed by its supporters as a means of 
making developers live up to their promises. 


The county commissioners have 
asked the 21-member legislative 
delegation of Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty-5 senators and 16 delegates - 
to back the conditional zoning pro¬ 
posal in the Maryland General As¬ 
sembly in 1968. Mayor Smith rep¬ 
resented the Greenbelt city coun¬ 
cil at a public hearing before the 
county delegation. 

Greenbelt's Experience 

As an argument for conditional 
zoning. Smith cited the experience 
of Greenbelt with developers who 
failed to live up to their promises. 
He said the development of Green¬ 
belt would have been much better 
if conditional zoning had existed 
in 1962. 

“When land first began to be 
developed in the city,” Smith rela¬ 
ted, “developers approached City 
officials with elaborate plans to 
build new residential structures 
which would follow the planning 
principles of the original Greenbelt 
housing. City officials viewed these 
proposals with concern because the 
developers were seeking rezoning 
to a category which would permit 
construction of ordinary run-of- 
the-mill garden apartments’” 

“However,” Smith continued, “af¬ 
ter the developers proposed to ex¬ 
ecute agreements restricting their 
use of the land, a somewhat naive 


City Council, believing that the 
developers would make a reasona¬ 
ble effort to keep the many promi¬ 
ses which they had made, suppor¬ 
ted the zoning petitions.” 

Subsequently, Smith said, “agree¬ 
ments which were executed and 
recorded aginst the property were 
completely ignored and violated by 
the developers and are presently 
the subject of litigation, in which 
ail decisions to date have been ad¬ 
verse to the city’s position.” 

“In the meantime,” Smith went 
on, “ordinary run-of-the-mill gar¬ 
den apartments have been con¬ 
structed on the land where so ma¬ 
ny promises were made to carry 
on the planning concepts that 
made Greenbelt famous.” 

Greenbelt city councils, Smith 
said, can no longer put their faith 
in developers’ promises or written 
covenants and agreements. 

The Proposed Bill 

The conditional zoning bill, a 
controversial plan that had been 
introduced without success in past 
General Assemblies, would allow 
the commissioners to grant zonings 
they might otherwise deny provi¬ 
ded developers agreed to accept 
restrictions “to prevent any detri¬ 
mental effects” on the neighbor-

City to Apply For Federal 

Grant For Park Purchase

A variety of items — mainly “old business” — occupied 
the attention of city council at its regular meeting on Mon¬ 
day, December 4. The council approved an application for 
Federal money to purchase parkland, discussed rental policy 
of the Municipal Building, and heard reports on University 
Square parking and North End School traffic.__ 


The application for an open 
space Federal land grant concerns 
2.8 acres of a portion of parcel 15 
adjacent to the southwest shore 
of Greenbelt Lake. Council ap¬ 
proved unanimously the resolution 
authorizing an application for a 
grant in the amount of $40,500. The 
city will match this amount. 

The question of rental policy for 
the use of the Municipal Building 
was held over for the next council 
meeting. The building has been 
rented to all groups on a fee basis, 
except official city organizations 
and city-sponsored activities. Two 
possible exceptions to this proce¬ 
dure have been the making availa¬ 
ble of the meetng* rooms to the 
Citizens for a Planned Greenbelt 
and the newly formed Greenbelt 
Youth Council. 

Councilman Dick Pilski asked 
whether this was equitable and 
councilman Gerald Gough suggest¬ 
ed that there be no fee at all for 
bona fide non-profit Greenbelt or¬ 
ganizations. City manager James 
Giese was asked to develop figures 
on the use of the Municipal Buil¬ 
ding for the next meeting. 

Parking Problem 

The University Square parking 
problem has arisen, according to 
the city, because of a shortage of 
convenient parking spaces in rela¬ 
tion to the entrances to buildings. 
University Square more than meets 
the county zoning ordinance re¬ 
quirement of VA parking spaces 
per living unit, Giese said. How¬ 
ever, some of the buildings have 
entrances facing a street or closer 
to a street than to a parking lot, 
so that tenants tend to park on 
the street. As a result, Giese said, 
one can drive through the project 
at any time and find many vacant 
off-street spaces. The parking 
problem is most critical on West¬ 
way Road. 

Giese saw two ways irt which ad¬ 
ditional parking could be created. 
One was for a private road run¬ 
ning off Westway but which would 
encroach upon property owned by 
the Jewish Community Center. The 
other was the widening of West¬ 
way between Ridge Rd. and the 
University Square project 

Giese expressed his view that it 
is the responsibility of the apart¬ 
ment project to resolve the prob¬ 
lems, since poor planning on the 
part of University Square develo¬ 
pers created the problem. The coun¬ 
cil concurred with the manager 
and directed that a copy of his re¬ 
port be sent to the University 
Square management. It was also 
suggested that the county commis¬ 
sioners and Maryland National 
Capital Park and Planning Com¬ 
mission be made aware of this 
problem in order to prevent simi¬ 
lar situations from taking place 
in the future. 

North End Traffic 

On the North End School traffic 
problem, Giese said that the prob¬ 
lem was less critical now that the 
first stages of construction of the 
North End School addition were 
over. The Greenbelt Woman's Club 
had expressed concern about safe¬ 
ty of children going to and from 
North End School. City Adminis¬ 
trative Assistant Gary Stenhouse 
noted that school safety patrol 
children were posted at every cros¬ 
sing, that the construction area 
was fenced off, and that construc¬ 
tion equipment was not crossing 
or coming near the sidewalk area. 
Teachers have been assigned to su¬ 
pervise students when they are 
present while concrete trucks have 
been making deliveries. 

Berwyn Fire House 

The council heard a negative 
report (#74) from the city’s Ad¬ 
visory Planning Board on the re¬ 
quest of Berwyn Heights Commis¬ 
sioners for Greenbelt support in 
location of a Berwyn Volunteer 
Fire Department on a portion of 
the State Roads Commission right- 
of-way between Kenilworth Ave. 


and Edmonston Road on the south 
side of Greenbelt Road. 

The council adopted the recom¬ 
mendation of the APB that council 
take no action and so informed 
the Berwyn Commissioners. The 
reason given was that this complex 
issue needed further study since 
involved were such questions as 
whether or not such a site would 
comply with the county master 
plan of fire protection needs, whe¬ 
ther or not this location would 
open the Kenilworth-Edmonston 
buffer zone to C-2 (general com¬ 
mercial) zoning, whether or not 
the land might be needed for fu¬ 
ture interchange, and whether or 
not the site was compatible with 
the existing road network. 

The council heard a plea from 
Mrs. Flynn of Springhill Lake for 
assistance in noontime policing of 
street crossings for kindergarten 
children. The council was sympa¬ 
thetic but felt that street crossing 
protection is essentially a county 
responsibility and directed that a 
letter be sent to the school board, 
However, it asked the city mana¬ 
ger to check into the possible use 
of blinking stop signs at the cros¬ 
sings. 

Council decided to hold its next 
official meeting on January 8, but 
to remain on call for another meet¬ 
ing in December if necessary.

Council authorized mangement 
to cooperate with the Woman's 
Club in preparing a memorial for 
the Eleanor Roosevelt Tree . . * 
It approved the sending of a letter 
to MNCPPC asking for status of 
Master Plan for Area 13 ... It 
tabled until next meeting approval 
of job descriptions for Recreation 
Director and Assistant Recreation 
Director. Council wants to be sure 
that the latter description relates 
primarily to the duties of a Youth 
Center Director . . Council post¬ 
poned until next meeting the filling 
of two APB spots left vacant by 
the resignation of Andrew Feeney 
and Joseph Comproni’s desire not 
to serve another term . . . Council 
agreed to open city voting regist¬ 
ration books in Springhill Lake 
during a specified date in March — 
PTA Citizenship Month.

Following the morning worship 
service at Greenbelt Community 
Church this Sunday, church famil¬ 
ies will drive to Hope Valley Camp 
and “gather greens” for making 
decorations for the church. While 
there, families can cut down their 
own trees or buy them already 
cut A soup supper will be held 
afterwards at the church. 

At 7 p.m. members and friends 
of Community Church will gather 
on the lawn for the Annual Tree 
Lighting ceremony, honoring some 
worthy person by letting him plug 
in the tree lights on the large out¬ 
door tree. Members of the com¬ 
munity are invited to this service.

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Project First Step city Notes

In 1984. students in Gerald 
Gough’s classes at High Point 
High School investigated ways and 
means of helping children who, due 
to being culturally deprived or for 
some other reason, might not be 
able to obtain any pre-school ex¬ 
perience, to become better pre¬ 
pared to meet school situations. 
Project First Step was the result 
— providing a nursery school set¬ 
ting for such children. 

Three students set up the pro¬ 
gram, planned a curriculum and 
received permission from the Board 
of Education to proceed with their 
plans. Funds were donated by the 
Adelphi Citizens Association and 
the Prince Georges County Kiwan- 
is Club and various area stores 
supplied toys and other equipment. 
After the students canvassed the 
area door-to-door, five pre-school 
children were registered for the 
first day; the year ended with some 
sixteen children participating in 
the project. Since then enrollment 
has grown to a maximum number 
of twenty five in the 1966-67 school 
year. 

Much of this success can be at¬ 
tributed to the efforts of the pro¬ 
gram’s co-chairmen for 1966-7, 
Nancy Gerton and Michael Den¬ 
ney, both of Greenbelt. One of 
their efforts was a fund-raising 
event, in which “The Guns of Nav- 
aronne” was shown and about $300 
were collected for the project. One 
of the means used on that occas¬ 
ion for raising money was the sale 
of popcorn and other refreshments, 
some of which set back a local 
store (run by Nancy’s dad) 
a few dollars. Other Greenbelters 
involved in the program include 
Elise and Barbara Geller. 

Classes Every Saturday 

At present, about thirty 10th, 
llth, and 12th grade pupils are 
actively involved in Project First 
Step. Each Saturday morning 
classes meet at Holly Park School 
in Edgewood. The kindergarten 
rooms and playground are used for 
free play, organized games, scien¬ 
tific experiments, story-telling, and 
other activities. Field trips to such 
places as Friendship Airport, the 
National Zoo, and the Beltsville 
Farms are also planned. As a 
secondary result of this work, ma¬ 
ny of the teenagers are now inter¬ 
ested in careers in elementary edu¬ 
cation. 

The project gives pre-schoolers 
a “broad range of experience . . . 
is, in a way, a head start for 
school. ... If prepared for school, 
the childjren will probably like 
it and do well,” stated Gough. This 
year a follow-up study is planned. 
The project members are eager 
to see how well previous First 
Steppers are doing in regular 
school.

Greenbelt City Manager James 
K. Giese was re-elected to the 
Council of the Maryland Munici¬ 
pal League for another one-year 
term. The election was held dur¬ 
ing the League’s 20th annual con¬ 
vention, held in Baltimore from 
Nov. 30 to Dec, 2. Giese, Adminis¬ 
trative Assistant Gary Stenhouse, 
Mayor Edgar L. Smith, and city 
couneilmen Gerald Gough and 
Francis White attended several 
meetings during the course of the 
convention. 

Of major concern to the League 
membership was the position their 
organization might take concern¬ 
ing those portions of the proposed 
new state constitution that deal 
with municipalities. Although the 
Saturday business meeting that 
concluded the conference was de¬ 
scribed as “stormy,” the League a- 
dopted a very mild resolution. In 
effect, according to its author, 
Mayor Francis I. Wilson of Bowie, 
the resolution “neither accepts nor 
rejects” the constitutional draft 
Wilson’s draft won out over a hot¬ 
ly contested resolution offered by 
Rockville's mayor, Frank A. Ecker, 
that labeled as “unacceptable” the 
article in the new constitution deal¬ 
ing with local government.

On Thursday, Nov. 2, Giese at¬ 
tended a tax symposium in Wash¬ 
ington, D.C., along with his house 
guest, the city manager of Dayto¬ 
na Beach, Fla. According to one 
nationwide study reported at the 
symposium, Giese reports, local 
governments should be able to 
meet estimated growth in essential 
services during the next 10 years 
through growth of the tax bases 
and not by radical increase of the 
tax rate,

hoods involved. 

According to county officials, un¬ 
der present law there is no way, 
once a rezoning is granted, to 
force developers to abide by pro¬ 
mises to build only certain types 
of structures. Under the proposed 
bill, developers would be legally 
bound to live up to conditions they 
agreed to meet to obtain the rezon¬ 
ing. 

Mayor Smith stated that condi¬ 
tional zoning is needed to enable 
the commissioners to establish spe¬ 
cial conditions for the development 
of land within a zoning category, 
when only certain of the uses 
within a broad zoning classifica¬ 
tion are compatible with adjacent 
land uses and when the land owner 
voluntarily agrees to restrict the 
development of the iand to certain 
usage. 

Such conditional zoning, Smith 
said, would benefit both the citi¬ 
zens and the developers. Adjacent 
property owners would be assured 
that their land would be protected 
from undesirable development, and 
the developer would be given a 
better chance to have a zoning re¬ 
quest granted and his land devel¬ 
oped as profitably as possible. 

Several citizen groups expressed 
opposition to the proposal. Accor¬ 
ding to the Evening Star of No¬ 
vember 30, such unflattering terms 
as” bargain counter zoning,” 
“blackmail,” “an invitation to 
wrongdoing,” and “bribe zoning” 
were used in condemning the mea¬ 
sure. Walter H, Maloney, Jr., 
speaking for the Prince Georges 
Civic Federation, warned against 
“piecemeal destruction of the zon¬ 
ing maps as they now exist.” James 
F, Vance, of Oxon Hill, chaiged 
that ‘ it would be playing favorites 
to place conditions on some land- 
owners which do not apply to 
others similarly situated.” 


County Plans First 
“Community Center” 

A new concept in school plan¬ 
ning was launched by Prince Geor¬ 
ges County on November 28, when 
the Board of Commissioners au¬ 
thorized the advertising of bids for 
a “Community Center” combining 
an elementary school with com¬ 
munity facilities. 

In addition to the school, the 
new center, estimated at $1.3 mil¬ 
lion and located near the present 
Baden elementary school at the in¬ 
tersection of Naylor and West- 
wood roads, is to include recrea¬ 
tional facilities ,a public library, 
Health Department clinic and offi¬ 
ces of the Welfare Dept., the Com¬ 
mission on Aging and of anti-po¬ 
verty agencies. County School Su¬ 
perintendent William S. Schmidt 
termed the project as “ a proto¬ 
type for this area”.
